All must however, agreo that there 
has been a decided growth and develop- 
ment of latent resources. 

The railways are u knd of barometers 
by wbicb the cortdition of industrial in- 
tercets may be judged. It is certain that 
at no time during the last ten years have 
the earnings of these Southern lines been 
more satisfactory than now, in spite of 
the depression that has prevailed. 

The reason is that the manufacturing 
eatabliahraenta are more numerous and 
the iron and coal mines are being worked 
to a greater extent. The tourist business 
is larger, and ao is trade in early vegeta- 
bles and fruits foi the Northern markets. 
There has also been some growth in 
population, and corwspondingly ia the 
local business. This increase in the pros- 
parity of the railways becomes more no- 
ticeable when we consider the larger 
mileage and the greater competition. 

The process of consolidation of the 
small roads into lurjfe systems has also 
been benefieinl, for. the little companies 
were poor, as a rule, and unable to com- 
mand the funds required to put their 
properties lata proper condition. Now, 
as there are fewer companies, the chan- 
nels of traffic aru better defined and the 
facilities much greater lor the bundling 
of all kinds of business. Tbo change of 
gauge, partially completed, iato be of im- 
mense benefit to the Southern lines. 

We think that another of the most en- 
couraging indications is the division of 
the laud into smaller holdings and the 
more diversified agriculture. In former 
times, and to a considerable extent even 
at the present, the planters seem to care 
only fcr cotton, content to buy their food 
from other places. They are beginning 
now to raise their own meats, as well as 
corn and wheat, this being especially the 
ease in Georgia and Alabama. The in- 
I •hunt. Oa to go into the business of grow- 
lltg fruit and vegetables is an excellent 
sign. 

Tba South oug'ut not to buy any corn 
•r Btaal from the North unless it does so 
for its large manufacturing towns. In 
the interior all the corn and meats ought 
tn be of local production. Any other 
•onrse is sure to ineline towards depen- 
dency and poverty. 

As the Southern States increase the 
variety and extent of their manufacture ; 
an the number of small land-holders be- 
some larger also , as the planters come to 
ailllai alaild and prefer a diversified agri- 
culture, so sure will its wealth ami popu- 
rail ways be built,
